Color has the power of enhancing or 
destroying beauty. Used properly it 
enhances— used otherwise it destroys. 

In selecting apparel you are uncon- 
sciously guided in your selection of 
color ensemble by the color of your 
eyes and hair— by the fineness of skin 
texture. And you also consider your 
figure and your stature in selecting 
apparel which is most appropriate for 
your type. 

Painting or decorating a room or 
the exterior of your house also calls 
for the observance of the same simple 
rules.

USE COLOR FOR A 
DEFINITE PURPOSE 



Use gradations of one 
color, or harmonious 
colors for unity. (Colors 
that clash give a jum- 
bled air.) 



Color simplicity is im- 
portant to modern styl- 
ing. (Confusion results 
from the use of too 
many colors.) 



Use color contrasts for 
emphasis. 



Use lighter and brighter 
colors to increase the 
illusion of size — darker 
colors to decrease the 
apparent size. 



Emphasize vertical lines 
to increase the apparent 
height. 



Concentrate strong color 
interest in small objects. 



Use color to accent or 
subdue lines and con- 
tours. 



How to Apply the Principles of Modern Color Styling 

TO THE EXTERIOR OF YOUR HOME 




In modern color styling, the use of color 
is much more important than the choice 
of colors.

STYLE YOUR HOME 



THIS WAY 



Paint small houses light to 
increase the apparent size, 
also paint entire body in 
same color. 



NOT THIS WAY 






Tie together two different con- 
struction materials by paint- 
ing them alilte. 
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Use vivid color touches only 
on small houses. 



Use one color, or at least 
gradations of one color for 
body, trim and sash, on a 
stately house. 








Paint shutters of upper story 
a contrasting color, those of 
lower story like the body. 
Strong color on all shutters 
may have a tendency to over 
balance the body color. 
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Concentrate color interest in 
small areas, such as shutters, 
sash and door. 





Simplify ornate or outmoded 
trim by painting it in the body 
color.

TO THE INTERIOR OF YOUR HOME 



Because walls set the stage 
for modern color styling

For small rooms paint walls 
light, to increase the apparent 
size. Dark colors have the 
power of reducing.

If ceiling is too high, paint it 
darker than walls; widen the 
effect of windows by looping 
up the draperies. By painting 
the ceiling dark the horizontal 
is emphasized. 





To make woodwork inconspic- 
uous, paint it same color as 
walls. Strong colors on wood- 
work brings it to foreground. 






For new interest, paint ceiling 
and one wall alike, with three 
walls in another soft, harmo- 
nizing color or shade. Avoid 
using strong contrasting colors 
in combination.

Walls in the average home 
should be considered as back- 
ground and should be less in- 
tense in color than the fur- 
nishings.

With 
flowered or figured draperies 
use plain walls. With multi- 
colored walls use plain dra- 
peries.

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Reserve vivid color for small 
decorative touches or art ob- 
jects. Too much strong color 
destroys color balance. 





For Bath Rooms, paint ceiling 
and upper walls alike in a tint 
to match, or in a color that 
contrasts agreeably with the 
tile of lower walls. Paint 
woodwork to harmonize with 
both the tile and upper walls.
